The Planning Board, Tuesday 
night, voted to hire the firm 
of Economic Development Asso- 
ciates Inc, of 359 Boylston St 
Boston, for the sum of $1000, 
to make a study of the present 
zoning and zoning by-laws of 
Wilmington, for possible re- 
visions.

Finally, on motion of Herbert 
Nickerson, it was voted 5 to 1 
to employ the Economic Devel- 
opment firm. 

EDA will be asked to parti- 
cularly review zoning along 
Interstate Routes 125 and 93, 
with an idea of finding good 
land for industrial purposes.

and character. We further urge 
all members of the community 
to examine their consciences 
and convictions so that they 
may work actively to prepare 
our community for integrega- 
tion.’

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LETS TAKE A LOOK AROUND 

Sometimes we forget that there are towns and 
cities other than Wilmington, and Woburn and 
Reading. We get engrossed so much in the af- 
fairs of our own town that we forget entirely 
our Legislature, and other governmental bureaus 

Our By Laws 

Our Town Meeting, in March, passed amend- 
ments to our By-Laws which were designed to 
make it easier to have a Town Meeting, among 
other things, designed to take out what our 
Town Counsel called the "Booby-Traps". This was 
done over the objections of a group of citizens 
now known as "The Ninety One". 

It would seem that The Ninety One may pos- 
sibly have their objections upheld, by the 
Attorney General's office. 

At least, we are told that there is a view 
in that office that proposed changes are too 
liberal. 

The Telephone Tax 

The Telephone Tax, we think, is on the way 
out. During World War II a 10% tax was imposed 
to help finance the war, as an emergency mea- 
sure. President Eisenhower indicated this year 
that he felt it was no longer necessary, and 
then half-way changed his mind. 

Our Governor Furcolo, and in New York Gover-— 
nor Rockefeller jumped into the "breech" and 
made plans for inposing a 10% tax the moment 
that the US Government dropped it - which was 
scheduled for this summer. 

We think the Congressmen will not go for the 
extension of the tax - it's election year, and 
they will want to go home to their constituents 
and be able to point at one tax they have void- 
ed. 

And we think further that the State of Mass— 
achusetts will not impose the tax, in its turn. 
Massachusetts' tax collections are above the 
expected level, as a result of the payroll de- 
ductions, and a high level of corporation taxes 
and our Legislators will probably feel that 
Massachusetts will have no need of imposing a 
new tax - especially in election year. 

State Laws on Zonin 

Last year a quickie bill was slipped through 
the Legislature which threatens to play hob 
with the town by-laws protecting the home owner 
by regulation of lot sizes. We have referred to 
it before - it was a real sneaker, the one 
that we call the 764 square foot law. Most peo- 
ple don't realize yet just what that law can do 
to a town or city that is seeking to protect 
itself.

AWOL in Framingham, 

The missing pair have been 
identified by Framingham Gra- 
ves Registration Officer John 
J. Murtagh as Samuel Angier 
and Cyrus Woolson. 

Both Angier and Woolson died 
during a small pox outbreak in 
Framingham in 1793. Angier had 
served in the Campaign of 1777 
and had been wounded at the 
Battle of White Plains. 

Woolson was exactly 18 when 
he joined up for eight months 
of Continental Service in 1780 
Later Woolson married Angier’s 
daughter, Persis. 

The small pox was discovered 
in March 1793. A guest at Ang- 
ier’s house came down with it. 
It was a terrifying word to 
people in those days. The a~- 
larmed Framingham board of 
selectmen designated the Ang- 
ier home as a ‘pest house’ and 
riled it out of bounds to 
everyone but those having the 


fmost urgent business there. 


Doctors and undertakers, 
doubtedly. 

Angier and Woolson was buried 
just outside the pest house 
with five others who died dur- 
ing the outbreak. The graves 
were marked with flat stones 
with no inscriptions. People 
avoided this area. In time the 
old pest house disintegrated 
and the field beside grew over 
with shrubs and brambles. It 
has been used for pasture and 
it has been ploughed, 

Today you'd need a Geiger 
counter to find anything there 
Nobody knows where the graves 
of Angier and Woolson are to- 
day. 

A developer has recently 
bought the land where the pest 
house stood and plans to start 
a housing development there 
soon. 

Murtagh hopes when the top 
soil is excavated, the old 
graves of Angier and Woolson 
will be discovered.
